Hearings are Dehumanized 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 “The city 
School district teachers layoff 
hearings are dehumanizing and 
demoralizing,， commented Helen 
Chin, president of the Association 
of Chinese Teachers (TACT) last 
week . 

According to Chin, many of the 
teachers threatened by jlayoffs 
concentrate more on their employ- 
ment problems than their teaching 
duties. Chin said that some 
teachers take out their frustrations 
on the school kids and fellow 
teachers， 

Since April 16, the school board 
has been holding hearings at 
*Nourse Auditorium on the appeals 
of 2200 teachers threatened with 
lavoffs next year. The hearings are 
Part of a legal process that will 
allow the_ district to fire the 
teachers in the face of a projected 
$23 million deficit. Statistics show 
that of the 337 Chinese American 
teachers in the entire _ school 
district，about 148 or 44 percent

Asian' America today. 

Js there such a thing as“Asian 
America P Yes and no， In truth， 
there are many Asian Americas. 
We are ethnic Chinese， Japanese， 
Korean， Pilipino， Vietnamese， 
Cambodian，Thai，Samoan and 
others; within these groupings 
even,， we are diverse and comPplex. 
Our needs and problems， our 


achievements and triumphs vary 


widelv. 

Indeedq,，with the possible excep- 
tion of a relatively small group of 
Asian and Pacific Americans who 
aIe ， Social ， scientists， scholars， 
politicians, educators，community 
activists，Wwriters and artists，Wwe 
probably dont know all that 
much about each other， The 
immigration Patterns since 1965 
tell us that thousands of Asian and 
Pacific newcomers have joined 
third, fourth and fifth-generation 
Asian Americans to greatly enrich 
the colorscape of America，Ppar- 
ticularly California and ”New 
York，Many of us too remain 
ignorant of our unique American 
histories，. 

NUMBERS 
While we recognize this diver- 


Sity，its become clear that the 


wisest， most sensible Political 
approach is to band together in 
coalitions to stake our our collect- 
ive rights. After all，all the Asian 
and Pacific Americans put to- 
gether make up only about one 
Dercent of the American popula- 
tion of 220 million，We simply 
dont have the numbers， even 
though _ were highly visible in 
major American cities like San 
Francisco，Los .Angeles， Seattle 
and New York， 

It s no secret，for example, that 
politicians who happen to be 
Asian American dont really need 
to cater to the needs of Asian and 
Pacific American communities. 
The junior senator from Califor- 
nia，Sam Hayakawa, is the prime 
example， Of course，some of the 
national Asian American politi- 
cians are much more responsive 


.than Sen，Hayakawa is to Asian 


American concerns:sBut the point 
is, thev don t haveto be in orderto 
get elected, 

Are we，as President Carter's 
Droclamation implies，“success- 
fully integrated” into American 
Societv? Hardqly.。， There is some 
statistical evidence to support the 
notion that some Asian Americans 
are “Successfullvy integrated” 一 
figures showing higher-than-aver- 


age income and educational levels 


for Japanese Americans，for in- 
stance.， You know，the so-called 
“model minoritv.” But such a 
designation by white social scien- 
tists and journalists is really not 
much more than an insidious 
putdown and distortion 一 play- 
ing the “good” minority off 
against the bad,” 
MISLEADING 
As weall should know statistics 
can be misleading，High-paying 
Drofessional jobs do not necessarily 


mean integration for many Asian 


Americans，Well-trained，highly- 
dualified Asian American Pro- 
fessionals often find themselves 
blocked from chances at top 
managerial positions in their 
companies or Public institutions， 
And the Psychological price some 
Of us paVv for attaining ”success” 
mav be very high a denial of 
who we are to accommodate a 
more acceptable homogenized 
identity. 和 

What does it mean to be an 
“American ?This is an _ enduring 


curse for many Asian Americans， 
this question of just what an 
“American”is. To most of Ameri- 
ca， ” American” means “white.” 
Asian Americans are “orientals”or 
“Chinese” or 
Hawaiian, ”Many Asian Amer- 


icans themselves think in these . 


terms，denying their birthright to 
be an ”American.” 

Such an attitude may be under- 
standable for recent immigrants 
who may still long for their 
homelands，But a good many 
Asian Americans were born， 
educated and socialized in the 


United States，and therefore as 


Anmierican as your tvpical Irish 
American or Cerman American or 
French American or Italian Amer- 
ican,. Nonetheless，we still seem to 
cling to the need to identifv 
ourselves ip a schizophrenic-like 
fashion 一 perhaps because we see 
it as a way of maintaining Our 
own identities in a context of 
noOnrecoOgnition of Our equal status 
in this society. 
QUALITATIVE 

Js there a qualitative difference 
between an “American”and an 
“American citizen" ?Somehow 
“American citizen” suggests a 
lower status. Of course, “Amer- 
ican citizen”can mean -an immi- 


grant whos gone_ through the . 


naturalization ” process to be- 
come an American citizen，But 
Tve seen Press references to Asian 
Americans born in the U.S，as 
“American citizens.” 

Allow me to cite a personal 
examble to illustrate this dilemma. 
MYV _ reaction to the recently 
friendqlv relationship between the 
gzovernments of the US and the 
Peoples Republic of China was 
bittersvveet . 

My parents were born in China 
but Im a native of Oakland， 
Calif. II grew upb -in Oakland 
Chinatown during the-1940s and 
-50s、， when official US policy， 


which was mirrored -in much of- 


the news and mass media;， was one 
of hostilitv toward the Commun- 
ist regime of China， 

INSULAR 

MYV parents werent political， 
just proud and hardworking 
-people， andqd the values they 


_ transmitted to me in the insular 


world of Oakland Chinatown 
didnt duite square with the 
outside Propaganda about the 


evils of China.， In addition，the 
interpretation that the Mao Ze- 
dong regime was more of a 
nationalistic movement than a 
monstrous Spread of Yorldwide 
Communism seemed reasonable to 
me、，in light- of the hostility 
between China and the Soviet 


Union arid in light of the humilia- ! 
tion China suffered at thehandsof 


the western colonial powers since 
the mid-19th centurv. 

Even though myv parents knew 
beoble in _ China who were Per- 
secuted by the Communist 
regime、I didnt accept the view 
that the new China was quite the 
menace it was bictured to be， 
When iiormalization occurred T 
joined other Chinese Americans 
who _ saw the move as simply 
logical, a _ recognition of reality.” 
To _ put the matter into some 
Derspective，I should note here 
that my interest in China-Tai- 


wan-US politics isnt nearly as 


intense ofr well developed as my 
interest in indigenously American 
cultural and pojlitical matters. 


At the same tine，hovwever, the ， 


Washington-Beijing accord cast a 
nonsDecific qepression over me. 
After talking with some friends，I 
began to identify the source of this 
&eneral malaise. It boiled down to 
this: I feel there is a distinct 
Chinese American culture that

Given his invisibility, I fear that

Some Americans todav resembles 
in SoOnme WayvSs the obsession of 
niissionaries of a Dast era who 
SoOuUght to Christianize the Chinese 
”heathens.” Besides，we Chinese 
Americans “Probapblv aren't 
“Chinese” enough for other Amer- 
icans， 

Ben Tong、a_clinical psvychol- 
oOg&ist and Scholar is an eloquent 
cxbDositor of this distinct Chinese 
American culture， 

Tong speaks of the three 
dimensions of Chinese American 
culture: transblanted，trans- 
formed and _ creative， Some cus- 
toms _ Chinese Americans simply 
transDlanted fromChina 一 the use 
of chopsticks，the wavs we cook 
foodqd. Some customs weve trans- 
fornied，such as the wav weve 
adabted to the 正 uropean form of a 
nuclear family that lives abpart 
fronm the extendeqd familv.

SAN _ FRANCISCO After 
President Jimmy Carter dismissed 
Bella Abzug as co-chair of his 
National Advisory Committee for 
Women last January, there might 
have been no Asian Americans left 
on the 40-member committee， 

Tin Myaing Thein， the only 
Asian American on the committee， 
Seriously considered joining the 22 
women who resigned from the 
committee to Protest what later 
became known as Carters FrTi- 
day Night Massacre,” 

“TI was very upset with the way 
Bella was fired, ”Thein said last 
week. “But after talking with 
others, I concluded that Icoud do 
more for Asian Americans by 
staying on the committee,” 

ACQUAINT 

Thein is a slim Burmese woman 
who has a straight shag haircut 
with bangs that cover her eye- 
brows. Attired in black pants and 
a white jacket with a gray and red 
floral Print， she sat on the 
ballroom floor of the San Francis- 
co _ Hilton Hotel, She was there to 
attend the Asian and 了 Pacific 
American education conference 
sponsored by the National Asso- 
ciation for Asian American and 
Pacific 了 Education. Thein said she 
goes to_ meetings Such as this to 
acquaint herself with issues impor- 
tant to Asian Americans， 

She feels that Asian American 
women face some of their most 
serious problems in education and 
emDblovment. There are few Asian 
women in law，medical， and 
dental  _ schools she Said， This 
creates other Droblems，she said ; 
for example，few Asian women 

,had the experience to qualify for 
appointment to the more than one 
hundred new federal district court 
judgeships， 

As a remedy, shie suggested that 
the Dresident appoint judges close 
to retirement So that Asian women 
might fill their posts later,， “Of 
course, it didn't work,”she said 
laughing softly. 

SERIOUS 

In a more serious tone, she said 
that although Asian Americans as 
a group have a “high level of 
educational _ attainment, ”most 
Asian women hold “low status 
jobs”1like secretarial or garment 
workers,，A memorandum wIitten 
by the advisory committee for 
women said that 80 percent of the 
Womens workforce was “clus- 
tered_ at the bottom of the pay 
scale.” That figure might be 
higher for Asian women because， 
Thein said,， they tend to be paid 
less than white women who hold 
combarable jobs， 

Thein said that educational and 
emplovment problems might be 
resDonsible for the“serious ”men- 
tal health Problems among Asian 
American women，According to 
one . theory，many, Asian women 
are 50 frustrated by their lack of

“Bella and Cloria see society as 
dominated bv and set up to serve 
men, she said:.“They see men as 
the enemy. I dont think women. 
have to consider men as adver- 
Saries，Asian American men and 
women in particular share many 
of the same problems, such as low 
income and discrimination，They 
can woOrk together for funds and 
PrIoOgrams to serve their needs,” 

Since issues，jlike fads， ”come 
and . gz0， Thein said， Asian 
Americans should use women's 
issues 一 like job discrimination or 
health care 一 while such issues 
are still fashionable as Part of 3 
larger strategy to achieve their 
&oals. 

Thein saidq_ that Asian Amer- 
icans can introduce a new style to 
Anierican Dolitics. They do not 
have to be abrasive and outspoken v 
like Bella Abzug to be effective; 
She Said ， 

WATER 

“There are subtle ways of 
negotiating that are not perceived 
as threatening, she said,， Asian 
Americans should remember the 


example -set- by water， Slowly 


moving water can“wear down 


rocks，even though it does not 
exert much force.” 

By adopting asoft style,，， she 
said,，Asians can bring about more 
results and results that are longer 
lasting than those obtained 
through a “chest pounding”ap- 
Proach. 

To illustrate her point，Thein 
recalledq President Carters PrIo- 
clamation of Asian/Pacific Amer- 
ican Heritage Week, She said that 
when shie heard the text of the 
proclamation, her heart “sank， 

FEAR 

She objected: to a clause which 
said that _ during World War II 
Japanese Amiericans were "treated 
with suspicion and fear.” 

“That statement should have 
been stronger, ”she said，“They 
were sent to concentration 
camps.” 

Thein also objected to a portion 
which said that “barriers to full 
participation iDPE American jlife” 
had been removed, and that Asian 
immigrants had experienced  a 
“successful integration into Amer-

Immigration and Naturalization 
Service (INS) has begun spot 
checking foreign visitors to the 
United States who remain longer 
than the time for which they 
have been admitted，Commis- 
Sioner Leonel Castillo said today-. 

This is part ofan overall effort 
to tighten controls on nonimmi- 


_grants (temporary Visitors) and 


identify by groups those who 
have a greater tendency to violate 
the terms of their entry to the 
country. ， 

Each month the INS head- 
quarters office wil randomly 
select 1,200 names 位 om a com- 
puter list of persons Who were 
due to leave the country but 
Whose departure has not been 
Veriified， 

， A copy of the entry form 
filled out by these persons will 
be sent to INS field officers， 
which will then attemipt to con- 
tact them by mail. Letters will 
be sent to them at both the US 
address listed on the form as well . 
as their foreign address 

If there is no response to the 
jetter of 这 departure ffom the 
United States cannot be verified 
by the response an INS investi- 
gator will be sent to the US 
address to interView the alien or 
try to determine where he can be 
located. Such ,overstay aliens 
are Subject to deportation，and 
INS. will act to remove them 
from the country. 

According to INS records 
appIOXimately 13 percent of the 
9.3 million foreign visitors fail to 
jeave the US each year. It is not 
known,，however,， how many of 
these have actually left the 
country without their departure 
being recorded and how many 
have remained here unlawfully.
